The prisoner detailed his in- 
fatuation for Mrs. Vernona Thomp- 
son his former secretary, whose 
statement involving her association 
with Payne was responsible for his 
arrest and the filing of murder 
charges against him. 

Payne was brought to jail here 
early yesterday for safekeeping. AS 
soon as he arrived he was placed 
in a cell and from that hour until 
5 o'clock yesterday afternoon was 
not allowed to close his eyes or to 
rest.

McDowell encouraged him to 
talk, and he did so in incoherent 
sentences. 

“I love that girl, Verona Thomp- 
son,” he said. “Her statement 
made Wednesday night was the 
truth, every word of it.” 

Again he said; “I did write those 
letters that were found on me 
when I was arrested, pretending 
that they were written by some 
burglar who put the dynamite in 
my car.” 

“T have two good children.” 

He has three children. His son, 
A. P. Jr. was in the auto- 
mobile with his mother when the 
machine was wrecked by a bomb, 
June 27 last. 

„I was getting ready to kill my- 
self when you arrested me,“ he 
said.

Forcing itself through the tunnel 
the water spouted high, drenching 
many large buildings. The flood 
ripped through adobe structures, 
stripping them clean of everything 
movable. 

Water Beats Rainstorm. 

The water wall bore down on 
the sleeping cities ahead of a rain- 
storm. When the storm struck, 
rain fell in sheets. At 7 a. m. it 
was still pouring down. 

At 7 o’clock International street 
and many side streets still were 
filled from curb to curb, and de- 
bris was piled high against the 
bulldings.

Hawks lowered by three hours 
and 52 minutes the recent Fast 
West record set by Roscoe Turner.

Albuquerque, N. M., and Kingman, 
Ariz. Turner made only one stop 
on his flight. 

Hawks encountered stormy 
weather during most of the 2600 
miles. He flew through rains be- 
Pa., and orig es 
Haute, Ind., and severe storms 
tween Albuquerque and the ves 
zona-California border. Over Ari- 
zona he was forced to fly high and 
off his course to avoid thunder- 
storms. 

Actual Time 13 Hours, 35 Minutes. 
Subtracting the time taken for 
the five stops, Hawks actually flew 
across the country in 13 hours, 35 
minutes and 43 seconds. 

About 200 aviation enthusiasts 
hailed the flyer as he flew across 
the finish line at more than 200 
miles an hour. Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles M. Hawks, the flyer's par- 
ents, and Turner were on hand, 
Hawks said he was “tired and 
glad to get here.” As he climbed 
from his plane his father suggested 
the game of golf they had agreed

East crossing record of 14 hours, 
45 minutes, set last Easter Sunday 
by Col. and Mrs. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh. Hawks said he would stop 
at Albuquerque, Wichita and In- 
dianapolis on the return flight. 
With favorable tailwinds, Hawks 
predicted his return flight could 
be made in 12 hours. He declared 
he hoped to prove it feasible to es- 
tablish a fast aerial pony express 
through his trans-continental ex- 
perimental flights.

Lost to Hunter Brothers. 


‘Determined to set a record that 
will discourage other endurance 
flyers, Dale Jackson and Forest 
O’Brine began their eighteenth 
day in the air this morning and are 


within a few hours of their old 
mark of 420 hours and 21 minutes, 
recently broken by the Hunter 
brothers. 

The flyers completed 408 hours 
in the air at 7:11 a. m. and will 
equal their old mark if still aloft 
at 7:32 p. m. ‘By staying up until 
next Wednesday morning Jackson 
and O’Brine can win back their 
championship from the Hunters, 
who set the record at 553 hours 
and 41 minutes in the monoplane, 
City of Chicago. 

“We are going to stay up till 


nell treezes over,” O' Brine wrote 


this morning in a message to Field 
Manager. Parks. The flyer direct- 
ed that onè of his two automobiles, 
a new coach, be disposed of and 
the proceeds added to the flight 
fund: One car is, sufficient for 
Elsie (Mrs. O’Brine), and I won't 
need the other for some time. The 
money will help us hang up a real 
record, O’Brine wrote. 

Earnings Last Year. 
At this stage of their flight last 
year Jackson and O’Brine were 
making money at the rate of $2 a 
minute. or about $2800 a day. 
When they landed after 1744 days 
in the air their joint earnings to- 
taled $31,529, in addition to their 
salaries from the Curtiss organiza- 
tion, Other gifts included cloth- 
ing, furniture and the Robin plane 
they are using in the present 
flight. Following a tour of 10 
cities the flyers appeared at a lo- 
cal theater for one-week, adding 
$5000 to their earnings. 
There is a different picture in 
this flight, with O’Brine disposing 
of an automobile to raise money 
and the flight fund reported at 
$3408 today. The previous flight 
was planned, equipped and paid for 
by the Curtiss organization, by 
which the flyers were employed as 
test pilots. The present flight is 
a private venture by O’Brine and 
Jackson, using their own planes. 
and obtaining funds through solici- 
tation. Efforts to obtain small con- 
tribution from the public generally 
have failed so far. Expenses for 
fuel and salaries of the refueling 
crew and ground , attendants 
amount to about $1000 a week. 

Benefit at Dog Track. 
The Kingshighway Kennel Club 
has announced a cup race in hon- 
or of the flyers tomorrow night. 
Mrs. O’Brine and Mrs. Jackson will 
award the cup to the owner of the 
winning dog and will receive $350 
for the flight fund. Arrangements 
have been completed for a benefit 
performance at the Fox Theater, 
Aug. 16, to be held whether the fly- 
ers are still in the air or not. 
The radio transmitter in the én- 
durance plane, which has been used 
to give instructions to the ground 
crew, failed yesterday and the 
flyers returned to the old method 
of dropping notes. In a message 
this morning Jackson expressed the 
opinion the trouble wasin the bat- 
tery and requested a replacement. 
Field Manager Parks stated that 
an announcement that a celebra- 
tion would be held at the airport 
this evening was erroneous, It 
is planned to hold a celebratſon 
next Wednesday in honor of the 
new record, if the flyers are Still 
aloft.

Possibly a situation 
starting in territory not covered 
by the map, say out in the ocean, 


“It is almost too much to expect 
a hurricane to help out. Usually, 
they happen in September and Oc- 
tober, rarely in August. One start- 
ing in the West Indies and passing 
up the Gulf and‘ through the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, however, would 
likely help a lot, if it didn’t ex- 
pend its force before getting this 
far. Frequently, they do that. 

“There was an extreme instance 
of a hurricane affecting weather 
here in August, 1915. It caused a 
rainfall lasting 36 hours during 
whieh a record 24-hour rainfall of 
7.02 inches was set.

Kuhn, Loeb & Co; to Buy 
Bonds of Former Line,

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—The Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad yesterday 
realized the long-cherished desire 
of its owners to extend the system 
to Kansas City, and thus offer stif- 
fer competition to its two great 
rivals, the New York Central and 


the Pennsylvania. ; 

It was done through purchase of 
control of the Chicago & Alton, 
the bankrupt 1100 mile carrier 
which links Chicago, St. Louis and 


Kansas City, and handles about 
half the passenger traffic between 
the first two cities, as well as 
heavy freight traffic throughout II- 
linois and Missouri. 

The deal was consumated by an 
arrangement through Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co., to purchase the 3% per 
cent and 6 per cent bonds of the 
Alton for a price of 80 for the for- 
mer and approximately 23 for the 
latter. 

The bondholders got control of 
the railroad when it was thrown in- 
to receivership in 1922. 

The deal is subject to approval 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission which already has tenta- 
tively assigned the Alton to the 
Baltimore & Ohio in its consolida- 
tion plan. In railroad circles there 
is little doubt that approval will 
be practically automatic. 

Foreclosure Action Soon. 

Foreclosure proceedings and re- 
organization of the Alton are ex- 
pected to follow in a few. weeks, 
and the property will go through 
the technical process of sale by or- 
der of the Federal Court at Chi- 
cago. In banking circles it was 
said yesterday that the bond obli- 
gations, plus defaults, are almost 
double the net assets of the line, 
and that there will be nothing left 
for the common and preferred 
stockholders. The common and 
preferred stocks have been the sub- 
ject of much speculation recently 
and they closed at 6% and 6% re- 
spectively yesterday, off-fractional- 
ly on the day. 

The Alton has a gross valuation 
of about $100,000,000 and total 
assets are understood to be $200,- 
000,000. About 40 per cent of its

It was said that a 
large majority of holders of bonds 
of that issue have signified their 
intention of accepting the offer. 
In anticipation of the offer the 
Chicago & Alton 3% per cent cer- 
tificates jumped 7 points yester- 
day on the New York Stock Ex- 
change to close at 78, two points 
below the offering price. A total 
of $22,000,000 of this issue is out- 
standing. The interest has been in 
default since January, 1923. 

A heavy loss probably will be 
taken by the Kuhn, Loeb and Har- 
riman interests o he $16,834,000 
general mortgage 6 per cent bonds, 
which they are understood to have 
held since they were brought out 
in 1912.

Hyde said banks and individuals 
in the drouth areas should give 
temporary aid wherever needed 
and shduld persuade the farmer to 
hold his livestock.

Certainly not through the medium of the highly ad- 
vertised flexible clause. A general reduction of rates 
by administrative fiat would amount to a usurpation 
of legislative authority. A President who consistent- 
ly refused to assume the leadership of his party In 
the preparation of the tariff bill would scarcely un- 
dertake a complete negation of its work.

The President, under 
the law, cannot touch a single rate until the Tariff 
Commission has made an investigation. These inves- 
tigations are time-consuming.

The linseed ofl investigation 
took six. The tariff law covers some 3000 items. In 
eight years the Tariff Commission has made only 
80 investigations. There have been only 36 changes 
in rates. At such a speed, it would take the Presi- 
dent 800 years to overhaul the duties of the Hawley- 
Smoot bill. ’ 

The President’s power is limited, under the new 
law, to accepting or rejecting the changes which the 
commission recommends. The commission may rec 
ommend increases rather than decreases in duties. 
The rumor that Mr. Hoover plans to retain Gommis- 
sioner Brossard, the protege of Senator Smoot and 
the darling of the Sugar Trust, as chairman of the 
commission must be disquieting to those who look 
to the flexible clause as a means of relief, in view of 
the 36 changes of the last eight years. In fact, the 
tariff has been boosted 31 times and lowered but five 
times. Many of the increases were important. None 
of the reductions was important: mill feeds, cresylic 
acid, phenol, paint brush handles and Bob White 
quail.

UNION OF JANTORS 


Charge Made That Chicago Or- 
ganizers Are Trying to Ex- 
ploit Apartment Employes. 


United oppositio- to the organi- 
zation of Janitors’ Local Union No. 
4 was voted at a meeting of more 
than 100 apartment house owners 
at the St. Louls Real Estate Ex- 
change last night. 

Speakers included Oreon E. 
Seott, C. Earl Giraldin and Walter 
F. Sheehan, real estate dealers. 
Scott declared the union would not 
be so objectionable if organized for 
the benefit of its members. He 
charged, however, that Chicago 
organizers, headed by Robert Os- 
terberg, president of Lacal No. 
4, are seeking to exploit the jani- 
tors, the majority of whom are 
unskilled Negroes. 

“In Chicago the organizers of 
the Janitors’ Union are profiting at 
the rate of $3000 a month at the 
expense of apartment house Own- 
ars.“ Scott said. “We cannot af- 
ford to have a similar situation en- 
forced here.” 

Sheehan declared he is not op- 
posed to organized labor, stating 
that his firm employs union build- 
ing workmen regularly. He joined 
Scott in stating that the effort to 
organize St. Louis janitors is an 
effort at exploitation. 

The majority of the apartment 
owners attending the meeting are 
reported to have joined the Apart- 
ment House Division of the Build- 
ing Owners & Managers Associa- 
tion, which is opposing the union. 
Dues are at the rate of 50 cents 
for each unit in an aparatment 
building, with a minimum of $25 a 
year. Funds will be used in con- 
ducting a campaign against the 
unson.
